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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 06-1 30 are pending in the present application. 

2. A preliminary amendment was filed October 29, 2003. Claims 1-105 were 
cancelled; and new claims 106-130 were added. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on October 29, 2003 has 
been considered by the examiner, note attached copy of form PTO 1449. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because Figures 1-5 and 7-9 contain partial views. 
Note 37 CFR 1 .184(h). The examiner suggests use of brackets to depict a single view. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
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remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1 , 2001 .)

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claim 130 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The following limitation does not appear to be 
described within the specification: "selecting a visual representation" and a 
"distinguished field" [see claim 130]. The disclosure does not appear to use or describe 
the term "visual representation" or "distinguished field". 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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9. Claims 106-130 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding independent claims 106, 1 18 and 1 19 the limitation "a selected one of 
the fields" appears to lack proper antecedent basis to the limitation "receiving user input 
selecting the selected field" [see claim 106 lines 3-6; claim 118 lines 2-6; and claim 119 
lines 3-6]. The chronological flow of steps does not appear to be proper. It would appear 
that the system would first have to "receive user input" and then "a selected one" could 
be processed. Claims 107-1 17 and 120-129 are rejected based on dependency. 

Regarding claim 130 the following limitation is vague: "visual representation" [see 
claim 130 line 5-8] and "a distinguished one of the fields" [see claim 130 line 3], The 
specification does not appear to describe a visual representation or use the term 
distinguished. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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11. Claims 1, 110, 118, 119 and 123 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Bakke et al. US Patent 5,787,440. 

Regarding claim 106, Bakke et al. teaches a method in a computing system for 
browsing a database table [note: Figure 2; also col. 2 lines 6-27], comprising: 

displaying contents of a database table comprising a plurality of fields arranged 
into rows and columns, a selected one of the fields containing a reference to an 
attached file [note: col. 6 lines 26-50 "object is selected ...display the various links"; also 
note col. 1 1 line 62 through col. 12 line 7]; 

receiving user input selecting the selected field [note: col. 2 lines 6-27]; and 

in response to receiving the user input, using the reference contained by selected 
field to open the attached file [note: abstract; Figure 2; and col. 3 line 63 through col. 4 
line 18 object link table defines the relationship of the E-MAIL object 34; also col. 4 lines 49- 
66]. 

12. Regarding claim 110, wherein the database table whose contents are displayed 
corresponds to a business object[ note: Bakke et al. teaches defining the objects see 
abstract "a plurality of objects are defined in the system"]. 

13. The limitations of claims 1 18 and 119 parallel method claim 106; therefore they 
are rejected under the same rationale. 
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14. The limitations of claim 123 parallel method claim 110; therefore it is rejected 
under the same rationale. 

Conclusion
